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BOYCE LIMDY JOHNSON , 2630 Tecumseh Street , Baton 
Rouge, Louisiana, was interviewed by MICHAEL BARON and 
E LME R B. LITCHFIELD, who identified themselves as Special 
Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. He was told 
by SA BARON that he did not have to make a statement , that 
any statement he did make could be used against him in a 
court of law, and that he had a right to have an attorney 
before making any statement. No threats or promises were 
made to induce him to make this statement . 

JOHNSON advised that he did not recall making 
any statements in the Hunt Room, Capitol House Hotel, Baton 
Rouge, Louisiana, regarding the assassination of President 
KENNEDY; however, he stated that he may have very well done 
so while in a ’Vlrunken” condition. He advised that he did not 
know LEE HARVEY OSWALD or JACK RUBY. 

JOHNSON advised that he could furnish no information 
regarding the assassination of President KENNEDY .
